DEPUTY SPEAKER’S EMOLUMENTS) AMENDMENT ACT, 1954. 

Act No. DI of 1954 

An Act to amend the Ajmer Legislative Assembly (Speaker’s and 
Deputy Speaker’s Emoluments) Act, 1953 (VIII of 1953). 

WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Ajmer Legislative Assem¬ 
bly (Speaker’s and Deputy Speaker’s Emoluments) Act, 1953; It 
is hereby enacted as follows:— 

1. Short title and commencement— (1) This Act may be called 
the'Ajmer Legislative Assembly (Speaker’s and Deputy Speaker’s 
Emoluments) Amendment Act, 1954. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 21st day 
of May, 1952. 

2. Insertion of new section 7 In Act Vm of 1953. —After section 
6 of Act VIII of 1953, the following section shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

“7. Allowances for Speaker and Deputy Speaker on tours.— 

The Speaker and Deputy Speaker shall be paid while 
touring on public business whether within or outside the 
State, travelling and daily allowances at such rates 
and upon such conditions as may be determined by the 
Chief Commissioner in consultation with the Central 
Government.”
